Council Member Brekhus asked if the Redevelopment Agency Advisory Board (RAAB) 
had been asked to comment on the leases, and Bill Thomas, Assistant City Manager 
reiterated that an agent manages the building for the City. 
 
Assistant City Manager Thomas questioned the value of asking a third-party board to 
comment on individual lease agreements, discussed the status of the Redevelopment 
Agency (RDA), and suggested that staff bring back a report/discussion in January 2014.
